Headlight Law 
Is Constitutional 
Held by Court 


The supreme court has upheld the 
provisions of the motor vehicle act 
relative to the use of headlights in 
the casé of Lee H. Henkelman and 
John F. Treatson, who were arreated 
in Ban Francisco for using headlights 
more brilliant and set at a different 
angle than is permitted by section 
‘13 of the act. The court held that the 
act itself prescribed the qualities of 
headlights and the testing agency ex- 
isted to furnish means to determine 
whether the law was being complied 
with. It also ‘held that it is proper 
for the etate to establish the agency.

. Migures just made public shew that 
the 4nnual fire loss for the United 
States has reached thet remendous to- 
tal of $250,000,000. These are figures 
which the mind does not readily grip: 
We have talked in millions and pil- 
lions for the past few yéars, but to 
most minds they have been mere fig- 
ures. ‘No real idea is presented. 

This means about $600 per minute: 


it means, too, that there 18 a fire: 


started'every three minutes; that 
somewhere all the time, men, women 


' and children are compelled to flee 


from the flames. 


This loss is greater than the value’ 


of the entire production of gold, sil- 
ver, copper and petroleum. And the 
pity is that the greater part fs really 
preventible, ; 

Let us apply the prevention, rather 
than attempt to cure. It is true that 
any fire can be put out dtring the 
first five minutes, but it wéie better 
to see that it is never perniitted to 
start. Provide fire fighting fiieans, to 
be sure, but educate the féople as 
to methods of fire protection and pre- 
vention.

Is Richmond taking proper steps to 
solve the problems that cofifront us, 
as they do evéry town?

& jelly can be made from green to- 
matoes which is of an attractive color 
and of pleasant, though unusual, fla- 
vor. The pectin substances and acids 
of lemon ahd orange, which confer 
jelly making properties upon the to- 
mato juice, are found in both juice 
and | white peel, but especiallly in the 
latter.’

Pickdihesce tomatoes, 

2 pints Water. 

142: lemons (7 ounces). 

“2 oranges (15 ounces.) 

2 cups sugar (about 14 ounces.) 

2 cups sirup (nearly 2 pounds.) 

Cut tomatoes into small pieces, cook 
in 1 pint of water for half an hour. 
At the same time cook the orange 
rind, cut up small or put through a 
meat chopper, in a pint of water, very 
slightly salted so as to keep the peel | 
tender, in case it is to be used later j 
in making 4 relish. Combine these . 
two mixtures, and drain through a 
jelly bag in the usual way. Squeeze 
the bag gently, in order not to waste 
the juice Which remains behind. ‘You | 
will. findthat in this case squeezing | 
does not greatly affect even the ap- 
pearance of the jelly. There should 
be a quart of juice, more or less, ac- 
cording to the rate at which the 
water may have boiled down. Boil 
the juice for ten minutes to reduce it 
in bulk and concentrate its solids, At 
the end of the boiling period, measure 
the juice; for each cupful of juice add 
one-half cup of sugar and one-half 
cup of sirup. Boil until.a good jelly 
test. is secured—that is, until it 7 


| 


gins to jelly as the last drippings 
come from the spoon or when a drop 
stands on a cold plate. The amount 
of jelly secured will be at least three 
glasses or somewhere more tian a 
pint. It may under favorable cir- 
cumstances be almost twicethis. 

If the juice when poured in glasses 
‘shows signs of jellying, but does not 
set at once, set it away lightly covered 
with cloth for several days; you may 
secure a fine, finm jelly at the end 
of a week. It should then be cov-. 
ered with hot paraffin as usual. 

In our own experience the jellies 
made with a large proportion of corn 
sirup will be satisfactory if served 
within an hour or two after turning 
out.of the glass, but do not “hold up” 
perfectly if left to stand for a day or 
two, even though quite firm in the 
beginning. 

In case oranges are high in price, a 
largera mount of lemon may be used. 
Two olemons may ordinarily be sub- 
stituted for one orange, but the flavor 
will be a decidedly different one.
